Publick, thofe who have put their Truft in the Publick 
raith, are to be laid under a particular Reftraint; a Re- 
{traint which they were no way fubjeét to when they lent 
heir Money to the Publick: From henceforth they mut 
not difpofe of their Property, but in the particular Manner 
by this Bill prefcribed ! —- 
‘ lam, Sir, as great an Enemy to Stock-jobbing as any 
Gentleman in this Houfe,. and for preventing that pernici- 
ous Practice, I fhall be glad to join in any Meatures 
which are not deftructive of Publick Credit, and injuri- 
ous to private Perfons, with refpect to the free Ufe of 
their Property ; but, as I think the Meafures propofed 
by this Bill will certainly be deftructive of the one, and 
injurious to the other, therefore I cannot let it pafs with- 
out taking the Liberty of offering my Objections againf 
It, | | 

‘ Tt is in all Cafes a great Hardfhip put upon People 
to fubject them to Penaltics which may often by meer Igno- 
rance be incurred ; but in this Cafe, the Hardfhip is the 

greater, becaufe there are many Proprietors of the Publick | 
Funds, particularly Women, who cannot be prefumed 
to be Readers of Acts of Parliament: ‘They put an en- 
tire Confidence in their Brokers, and, if the Broker hap- 
pens to neglect fome of the Forms prefcribed, the moft 
innocent i erfons may be brought under great Penalties. 
Nay, [ may fay, that if this Bill pafles into a Law, it 


will always be in the Power of two or three Brokers to 


fubject thofe that employ them to the fevere Penalties t 
be enacted by this Bill; for if two Brokers fhould com- 
bine together, and enter in their Books a Bargain for 
Time, as made between two of their Correfpondentss 
they might cafily get a third Perfon to combine with 
them, and to inform againft the prefumed Buyer and 
Sscler; the Brokers. Books {worn to by the Brokers, 
whom they ufually employed, would be a ftrong Proof 
avainit them; and thus two innocent Men might 
brought to fuffer feverely for an Agreement which had 
never entered into either of their Heads, 

* It often happens, Sir, that a Gentleman, who forefees 
that he fhall have Ufe for his Money in three or four 
\Ionths “Time, is well fatisfied with the Price his Stock 
then bears; he cannot then fell out his Stock for ready 
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Money, becaufe he does not know what to do with his 
Money in the mean time: But as the Law now {ftands, 
he may take Advantage of the then current Price of Stock, 
he may fell it out at that Price, or perhaps at an advan- 


‘ced Price, to be delivered only when he knows he fheall

have Occafion for the Money; this he acquaints his 
Broker of, and the Broker may probably find him out 
a Man who likes the then current Price, and expects 
Money to be thrown into his Hands in three or four 
Months, which he refolves to employ in that Fund: In 
this Cafe the Buying and Selling for Time is convenient 
for both, and it is not to be queftioned, but, that many 
are encouraged to become Purchafers of Stock upon this 
very Account ; therefore the forbidding of any fuch Agree- 
ment for the future, will not only prove to be an Inconve- 
nience to many, who are now poflefled of Stock, but will 
prevent fome People’s becoming Purchafers, which, of Con- 
fequence, will do harm to the Publick Credit of the Na- 
tion, | 

* Tt is well known, Sir, that the chief Support of the 
Credit of our Publick Funds is owing to the ready Ac- 
cefs People have, at all ‘Times, to the Money they have 
there lodged ; but this ready Accefs will, by this Bill, be 
made very precarious to all thofe who fhall hereafter be 
obliged to fell at once all the Property they have in any 
particular Fund: For, if the Purchafer fhould fail to com- 
ply with his Agreement, the Seller cannot, upon the 


transfer Day, compound the Difference with him, and 


fell out his Stock to another, in order to raife the Mo- 


ney he has immediate Ufe for: No,-he muft fue the 


Man he fells to, and for that End he muft make a 
Transfer of his Stock, which Transfer muft ftand upon 
the Books during the whole Continuance of the Suit; he 
cannot, inthe mean Time, fell his Stock to another, for 
if he did fo, he would not be able to fhew, at the Trial, 
that he had made a fpecificial Performance on his Part, 
and confequently he would be non-fuited, and obliged to 
pay Cofts.

of its Progrefs throu .h this Houfe, I was willing to hear 
all the Objedtions that were to be made againtt it, be- 
fore [ rofe up to anfwer, that I might thereby give you 
as little Trouble as pofiible. I am, indeed, furprifed to 
hear any Gentleman fav, that there was upon any Occa- 
fion fuch a Noife is the Houfe that he could not be heard : 
It is true, when a Bill is a paffing, which is thought to 
be a Bill of Courfe, there are -but few Gentlemen give 
great Attention to it, and upon fuch Occations, when 
Gentlemen are not otherwife imployed, they will fall 
a talking with one another, which muft of courfe occa- 
fion fome little Noife in the Houfe.

itis ufual for all Gentlemen who have a mind that fome 
Bill of that Nature fhould pafs, to make their Objections 
to the Parts they find Fault with, either upon the fecont 
Readinz, or upon its being committed ; hecaufe, that 
their Objections be well-founded, fuch Amendments may 
be then made to the Bill, as may obviate all Objections 
that can be reafonably made againft it: But when Gen- 
tlemen have no mind that any Bill -of that Nature fhould : 
pais, it.is well known that they referve all their Objecti- 
ons to the very laft, in order to throw out the Bill upon

‘I find, Sir, it is granted upon all Hands, that the Pra- 
&ice of Stock-jobbing is pernicious to the Trade, and to 
the People of this Naticn: This then is an Evil that 
ought to be remedied if poffible ; and by the Bill now be- 
fore us, we are, at leaft we propofe to remedy this Evil. 
Now, Sir, in all fuch Cafes, it is certain that no Reme- 
dy can be propofed, but what will be attended with fome 
Inconveniencies, and therefore we are to confider on which 
Side the Ballance lies ; whether the Inconveniencies, reme- 
died by the Law propofed, are more confiderable than the 
Inconveniencies that may be occafioned thereby, or if the 
laft be more confider.ble than the firit? If we judge that 
the firft are the moft confiderible, we are furely to pafs 
the Bill, notwithftanding thofe Inconveniencies that may 


be occafioned thereby: If we judge that the laft are the 


moft confiderable, we are to throw out the Bill, and 
rather continue under the former Evil than fubject ourfelves 
toagreater. This, Sir, is certainly the proper Rule to 
judge by in the prefent Cafe, and therefore, by this Rule 
let the Bill now before us be tried. 

‘ The many bad Confequences of Stock-jobbing are, I 
believe, well known, and that it is high time to put 
an end to that infamous Practice, is, what, I hope, 
moft Gentlemen in this Houfe are convinced of, It is 
a Lottery, or rather a Gaming-houfe, publickly fet up 
in she Middle of the City of London, by which the Heads 
of our Merchants and Tradefmen are turned from get- 
ting a Livelihood, or an Eftate by the honeft Means of 
Induftry and Frugality, and are inticed to become Gamce- 
fters by the Hopes of getting an Eftate at once. It is, 
Sir, not only a Lottery, but a Lottery of the very worft Soit, 
becaufe it is always in the Power of the principal Managers 
to beftow the benefit Tickets as they have a mind. It 
is but lately fince, by the Arts and Practices of S:ock- 
Jobbing, the Ea(? India Stock was run up to 200 fer Cent. 
and in a little Time after it tumbled down again below 
150; feveral Millions were loft and won by this fingle 


Job, many poor Men were undone ; fo barefaced were 


fome Men at that Time, in the infamous Practice of Stock- 
jobbing, that after that Stock began to fall, they fo'd it 
Cheaper for Time than for ready Money, which no Man 


would have done, unlefs he had been made acqua nted 
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with the Secret which came afterwards to be unfolded, 
but was then known to a very few. 
‘ We know, Sir, how apt Mankin: d are in their own 
Natures to become Gamefters, but in this Game of Stock. 
jobbing, our Merchants, Tradefmen, and Shopkcepers 
are prompted, not only by their own Inclinations, but 
alfo by fome of their Acquaintance, who have taken up 
the Trade of being Brokers in Exchange Alley. It is na- 
tural for Men to “endeavour to make- the moft of the 
Bufinefs they purfue ; and where there are fuch a Num- 
ber of Brokers, we may believe that fome of them do 
endeavour to perfuade all thofe of their Acquaintance to 
become Stock-jobbers. “Che Broker comes perhaps to the 
Merchant, and talks to him of the many Fatigues and 
Dangers, the great Trouble, and the (mall Profits that 
are in his Way of Trade ; and after having doneal | e 
can to put the Man out of Conceit with his own Bu- 
finefs, which is often too eafily effectuated ; he then telis 
him, that if he will allow him. to dig for him in the 
rich Mine of Exchange Alley, he may get more for him 
in a Day, than he could get by his Trade i in a T welve- 
month. Thus the Merchant is perfuaded ; he engages, 
he goes on for fome Time, but never knows what he 
is a doing ’till he is quite undone: His juft Creditors are 
furprifed ; what, fay they, thi: Man hada good Stock to 
begin with, he has had a eood Trade for feveral Years, 
he never lived extravagantly ; what is become of his 
Effects and Money? They enquire, they fearch into his 
Affairs, and at laft perhaps they find out, that the whole 
wanted away by his Broker in Exchange Alley, 
This, Sir, may, for what I know, increafe publick 
hoe for a Time, but I am fure it is a great Ditcou- 
ragement to Trade, which is the ve the: only folid 
Support ai nublick Credit; and it is tie Ruin of all 
Vite Credit. it deftrovs that Faith among Mer- 
chants, by which on ie our Trade can be made to pretper 
and flourifh, This, Sir, is a domefiek Evil; an Evi, 
Which, tho’ fatal in nifequences, yet does not 
haps, immediately draw any Money out of the Nation ; 
burt there is a forcien Evil attending the Game of Stocks 
sobbing, by which the Nation may be plundered ot great 
Sums of Money at once. It is by the Means of Stock- 
obing always in the Power of ex forcign. Court to 
reife Contributions on thi: Nation whenever the pleale 
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They have mo more to do, but to fend over, and orde! 
a vreat deal of Stock to be fold out at the current Pric® 
for Pime, then raifean Alarm of the Pretender, or fome 
fich Alarm, by which they may make all our publick 
Funds tall perhaps 20 per Cent, and fo purchafe in Stock 
20 per ( ‘ent, cheaper thaa they fold, in order to perform 
their Part ef the Contracts they had before made tor Time. 
Thus, Sir, they may make a Harvelt of the Fall of our 
publick FF wads, and as they know be!? when the Alarm wil 
blow over, they may make a new Harveft of their Rife. 
‘ Thefe, Sir, are but a few of the many Inconvenien- 
cies that arife by Stock-jobbing. Grive me leave now to 
examine thofe _Inconveniencies wh: ch pretended wil 
be occationed by the pafing of this Bull into a law: 
As to the real and honeft Creditors of the Publick, I 
have as epreat a Regard for that Faith which ought to 
be preferved towards them as any Gentle man whatever ; 
I fhall never be for doiug any thine, that may Teen their se- 
curity as to the Payment sither. of their Princip: 1) or in- 
tereft, and J- with that every Gentleman in ths H: ute 
were of the fame Mind.

by an honefi Jury; by fuch a Trial-any fuch Confpi-

but the Spartans and Athentuns received his Meflage with 


Contempt, and treated his Heraids with Severity: This done, 


Darius fent his two Generals with Orders to plunder and 
burn Eretria and Athens, to deftroy their Temples, and to 
fend the Inhabitants captive into’ Perfia. The former of 


thefe two Cities furrendered, after which the Per/ians march- 


ed to Marathow, a fmall City on the Sca-fhore, from whence 


they fent an Account of their Succefs to Athens, thinking — 


the Athenians would be thereby intimidated to a Surrender, 
without abiding a Siege ; they were miftaken : The Per/- 
an Army confifted of an Hundred thoufand Foot, and Ten 


thoufand Horfe ; the Athenians could mufter no more than — 


Ten thoufand Men, under the Command of ‘Ten Officers, 


of whom AZiltiades was the Chief. © Ariftides forefeeing the 


Inconveniencies which would neceflarily attend the daily 


Change of the Commanding Officer, propofed the giving 


the chief Command to Miltrades, to which the reft yave 
their Confent. It was then brought into Debate, whether 
they fhould expect the Perfians in Athens, or take the Field 


to meet them, and the Refolution fell for the latter. This 


Refolve being put into Practice, they chofe an advantageous 
Spot of Ground, and attacked their Enemy with fuch In- 
trepidity and Conduét, as foon determined the Victory. 
The Perfians were routed, and endeavouring to recover 
their Ships for their Security, were fo clofely purfued by 
the Athenians, that they took feven Ships, and fet Fire to 
feveral more. The Perfians loft in this Aétion above Six 


thoufand Men, befides thofe who were drowned and burnt 
Vor. IV. Te. 
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in the Ships; whereas the thenians did not lofe above 
‘Two hundred. ‘The News of this Defeat made Darius re. 


-foly. to march azainft the Grecians himfelf with all his 


Forces. He had {pent three whole Years in preparing for. 
th ciand Defign, when a Revolt in £g;pt interrupted 
him. Dasdorus the Sicilian fays, Darius marched himflf 
againft the to quell this Rebellion; but Hered; 
tus, to whom Mr. Rollin feems to give more Credit, fays, 
he only defigned to fend a Body of his Troops to reduce 
Eeypt, and refolved to march himfelf at the Head of a nu- 
merous Army.againft the Grecians. 

Before the Kings of Perfia marched upon any confidera- 
ble Expedition, it was cuftomary for them to nominate 
their Succeflor. Dzeyins had three Wives, by whom he had 
a great Number of Children of both Sexes, and tn particu- 
lar had three Sons by his firft “Wite, four by Atoffa. 
The Eldeft by the former was Artabazanes, and by ‘the 
latter Xeraes, who was born after his Father came to the 
Throne. "Uhe Conteft was between thefe two, but after. 
fome Difpute, Darvivs decided it in Favour of ‘the latter, 
for the Reafon juft mentioned. There has been a Diffe- 
rence among Authors, whether this Conteft was ended be- 
fore or after the Demife of Derins ; but this Demife put 
an End at leaft to the two pr ajeeted Expeditions. To con- 
clude this Chapter, our Author gives his Reader a fhort enu- 
meration of Dariuss Virtues and Vi Ices, and fays, that his 
moft tranicendent Glory confifted in his contributing to 
the Protection of the J/reelites, and the Reftoration ‘of the
